What was to be done ?—there 
was neither boat nor men, and it there had been 
both, ’twould have been a dangerous experi- 
ment to dare such a surf as was now running. 
The next houses were six miles down the beach ; 
there they had a whale-boat too; Isaiah’s young 
heart sprang with hope: “if he could only help 
to save those men——” The thought was sufh- 
cient, and with the ardor of youth he departed 
for the nearest house; it was a long way, but 
when he lagged in his gait, he turned his eyes 
towards the ocean, and thought of the poor souls 
on the wreck ; he felt his vigor renewed, and he 
sprang forward like the wind.

NEW YEAR’S DAY IN PARIS. 

On New-Year’s day, which is called Le Jour d’ 
E.trennes, parents bestow portions to their chil- 
dren, brothers to their sisters, and husbands 
make presents to their wives. Carriages may be 
seen rolling through the streets with cargoes of 
bon-bons, souvenirs, and the variety of et ceteras 
with which little children and grown-up children 
are bribed into good humour; and here and there 
pastry cooks are to be met with, carrying upon 
boards, enormous temples, pagodas, churches, 
and playhouses, made of fine flour and sugar, and 
the embellishments which make French pastry 
so inviting. Butthere is one street in Paris to 
which a New Year’s Day is a whole year’s for- 
tune—this is Rue des Lombards, where the 
wholesale confectioners reside ; for in Paris every 
trade and profession has its peculiar quarter.— 
For several days preceding the Ist of January, 
this street is completely blocked up by carts and 
waggons laden with cases of sweetmeats for the 
provinces. ‘These are of every form and descrip- 
tion which the most singular fancy could imagine 
—bunches of carrots, green peas, boots and shoes, 
lobsters and crabs, bats, books, musical instru- 
ments, gridirons, frying pans and saucepans—all 
made of sugar, and coloured to imitate reality.— 
It would not, perhaps, be an exaggeration to state 
that the amount expended for presents on New- 
Year’s Day in Paris, for sweetmeats alone, ex- 
ceeds 500,000 francs, or 2),000/. sterling. Jewel- 
lery is also sold to a very large amount, and the 
fancy articles exported in the first week of the 
year to England and other countries, is comput- 
ed at one fourth of the sale during the 12 
months. In Paris it is by no means uncommon 
for a man.of 8000 or 10,009 francs a year to make 
presents on New-Year’s Day which cost him a 
fifteenth part of his income. No person able to 
give must on this day pay a visit empty-hand- 
ed. Every body accepts, and every man gives 
according to the means which he possesses. 

*emales alone are exempted from the charge 
of giving. A pretty woman, respectably connect- 
ed, may reckon her new year’s presents at some- 
thing considerable. Gowns, jewellery, gloves, 
stockings and artificial flowers, fill her drawing- 
room; for in Paris it is a custom to display all the 
gifts in order to excite emulation, and obtain as 
much as possible. At the Palace the New-Year’s 
Day is acomplete jour de fete. Every branch 
of the Royal Family is expected to make hand- 
some presents to the King. For the last six 
months the female branches have been busily oc- 
cupied in preparing presents of their own manu- 
facture, which will fill at least two common sized 
waggons. The Duchess de Berri has painted an 
entire room of japanned pannels, which will be 
set up in the Palace; and the Duchess of Orleans 
has prepared an elegant screen. An English 
gentleman who was admitted suddenly into the 
presence of the Duchess of Berri two months 
ago, found her, and three of her maids of honour, 
lying on the carpet, painting the legs of a set of 
chairs, which were also intended for the King on 
this occasion, but which can hardly be yet finish- 
ed. This anecdote gives, by the way, a very 
atniable idea of the Duchess.

DOG AND GOOSE. 


A Canadian goose, kept lately at East Barnet, 
in Hertfordshire, was observed to attach itself in 
the strongest and most affectionate manner to 
the house dog, but never presumed to go to the 
kennel except in rainy weather; whenever the 
dog batked the goose would cackle, and run af- 
ter the person she supposed the dog barked at, 
and try to bite him by the heels. Sometimes 
she would attempt to feed with the dog; but 
this the dog, who treated his faithful companion 
with indifference, did not suffer. This bird 
would not go to the barn with the others at 
night, unless driven by main force ; and whenin 
the morning they were turned into the fiekl, she 
would never stir from the yard gate, but sit 
there the whole day in sight of the dog. At 
length orders were given that she should no lon- 
ger be molested; being thus lett to herself, she 
ran about the yard with him all night, and what 
is particularly remarkable, whenever the dog 
went out of the yard and run into the village, the 
goose always accompanied him, contriving to 
keep up with him by the assistance of her wings, 
and in this way of running and flying, followed 
him all over the parish. ‘This extraordinary af- 
fection of the goose towards the dog, which con- 
tinued till his death :wo years after it was first 
observed, is supposed to have originated in his 
having saved her from a fox, in the very moment 
of distress.— While the dog was ill, the goose ne- 
ver quitted him, day or night, not even to feed ; 
and it was apprehended that she would have been 
starved to death, had not a pan of corn been set 
every day close to the kennel, At this time, 
the goose generally set in the kennel, and would 
not allow any one to approach it, except the 

erson who brought the dog’s or her own food. 
The end of this faithful bird was melancholy 
for when the dog died, she would still keep pos- 
session of the kennel; and a new hoase dog be, 
ing introduced, which in size and colour resem 
bled the one lately lost, the poor goose was un- 
happily deceived, and going into the kennel as 
usual, the new inhabitant seized her by the throat 
and killed her.

On Tuesday forenoon a very serious accident 
occurred atthe w eaving fac tory at Dalmarnock — 
A young woman, while inthe act of combing her 
hair, had the end of it caught by a shaft turning 
furiously round ; the whole head was instantane.- 
ously uncovered, and the skin and hairy scalp turn- 
ed round with the machinery ; the skin covering 
the brow, eyclids, ears, and cheek bones was also 
torn off; the poor girl screamed, and Mr. Jolin 
M‘ Arthur, tender master, who was in the flat be- 
low, with the greatest presence of mind, instead 
of running to see what was the cause of the out- 
cry, instantly stopped the engine. The poor 
girl, however, was never off her feet. Mr. James 
Smith, surgeon In Bridgeton, was instantly sent 
for; in the meantime Mr. M* Arthur put the scalp 
and covering of the upper part of the face into a 
drawer. On the arrival of the surgeon, about 
twenty minutes after the accident, Mr. Smith re- 
placed the scalp and the other torn portions, and 
dressed the head. Under the superintendance of 
Mr. M‘Arthur, the greatest good order was pre- 
served, and the surgeon was thereby enabled to 
proceed as regularly as if he had been in an hos- 
pital. The greatest attention was paid to the 
untortunate sufferer, and she was subsequently 
sent to the Royal Infirmity. Last night (Wednes- 
day) she was calin and perhaps much better than 
might have been expected. The head has net 
been dressed yet; but the edges of the wound 
on the face, ears, eye and neck, have become 
swollen slightly and inflamed ; indicating, it is

We all anchored with the wind S. W. At 10 P. M. 
tt came round to N. and blew a very heavy gale. 
Four seamen were saved from the Hector, and one 
seaman from the Perseverance—and all bands 
perished from the other ship. They all went to 
pieces in half an hour after they struck, The 
Hector and Perseverance were laden with bricks, 
hay, Spars, mackarel, &c. I lay at anchor in com- 
pany. The wind came round in a squall, and 
blew so heavy from the first that it was impossi- 
ble to get under way, for we could not clear the 
land on either tack.” 





Late from Peru.—A letter was received at 
Baltimore, on Friday, from an American gentle- 
man at Valparaiso, dated November 30, in which 
the writer adds the following confirmation of 
the late disastrous news from the Patriots of Pe- 
tu.

‘r care 768 paupers, of whom 417 were males 
and 351 females. The greatest number at any 
| one time in the Poor House, was 266, and the low- 


est 160. The everage number was 203 of those 


The whole amount of expenditures, was $9567 
934, of which however something more than $1300 
were added to the fixed capital of the Poor House 
Establishment, leaving about 58 cents for the sup- 
port of each pauper per week. 

Twelve hundred and seventy two yards of Jind- 
sey, linen, flanrel, &c. were manufactured and | 
used in the House, ahd there were raised on fhe 
farm, 1864 bushels of wheat and other kinds of 
grain, besides 500 bushels of potatoes, and 210 
of turnips. Cattle, hogs, sheep, and calves, 
weighing altogether 34,770 lbs., were also fatted 
on the farm. 

‘The population of Chester County was, at 
the time of taking the last Census, 44,455. The 
average of paupers is, therefore, us 1 to 146 in 
the whole number of inhabitants.

serves, that if we allow one waggonto haul 40 
cwt. it [would require 9,291 waggons to haul it. 
Suppose these waggons in one row, and allowing 
20 yards for each waggon, the length of the row 
would be 105 miles and 82 yards, and suppose 4 
men to unload 20 waggons per day, it would re- 
quire 1 year, 14 weeks and 1 day to unload them. 
Taking the whole taxable population of Pennsyl- 
vania, and allowing each person to use 20lbs. per 
year, it would require at least 14 years to consume 
it. If we suppose this tobacco to be only 10 cents 
per pound, it will amount to four million of dol- 
lars / 





NEW INVENTION.—Mr. Gilbert Brewster, of 
Middletown, (Con.) has invented a machine, which 
he terms a ‘Self adjusting Domestic Wool Spin- 
ner,” for which he has obtained a patent. It is 
Lighly spoken of as an useful economical invention. 
The machine has SO spindles, but the number can 
be varied according to order.—The thread pro- 
duced is very fine and even; it occupies but little 
room, and can be adapted to either hand or water 
power—and as its chief excellence is, that the ma- 
chinery is very simple—not liable to get out of or- 
der—and can be managed by any person with 
very little previous instruction.

On the Management of Fruit Trees. 

Dean Sin—Having seen, in your valuable pa- 

per, many useful remaiks on the treatment of 
orchards, and as the season is at hand, when it is 
usual to trim them, wash, &c. J her leave to give 
in my mite to the general stock, and to protest 
against that too Common practice of white wash- 
ing the trees, as it is, in my opinion, attended with 
the worst consequences. It is done under the im- 
pression that the caustic quality of the lime will 
des!roy the insect—were it to end there, | would 
cordially approve of the application. It will not 
only destroy the insects, put trees also, by stop. 
ping up the pores of the bark, thereby preventing 
the absorption of those gases that are as essential 
to preserve, and promote vegitation, as it is neces- 
sary, in the human system, to keep open the pores 
ft the body, to preserve health and vigor. How 
long would a man continue healthful, were his 
body to be incrusted with a@ thick paste? I have 
for many years, given considerable attention to the 
Management of truit trees, and am satisfied, clean- 
liness is 4s important to them, as it is to the hu- 
man family, Vhis is to be produced by scraping 
off the toss and old bark, and a goed washing 
with soft soap and water in which tobacco has 
been steeped, during a moist spell of weather, in 
the months of February, or March. The taking 
off the moss and bark serves to expose the insects 
and their eggs to the sharp frosts, that are usual 
#t that period of the year.—The seap suds softens 
the bark, opens its pores, assists in destroying the 
insects, und acts also us a stimulant. I have used 
all kinds of mixtures as a dressing to the trees 
and have never found any to equa! tobacco, It not 
only is active in its operation, but will eifectually 
banish all insects and mice from the roots—other 
Manures attract them. 

Lam unwilling to oceupy your time by giving a 
detail of my experiments—tI will, however, men. 
tion to you one fact, in confirmation of my opinion 
of the utility of keeping open the pores of the 
bark. 

Contiguous to my garden, I have a small orchard 
and have had fur several years past, the scrapings 
of the walls and the weeds from the garden thrown 
into a heap between a row of apple trees, which 
served, when rotted, as a top-dressing for the small 
sees sown in the garden.—The trees nearest the 
heap far outstripped the others, and those limbs 
immediately over it, were of a much more luxuri- 
ant growth; and, as it anxious to inhate every ex. 
halation from. the weeds, inclined towards and 
bent over them, instinctively impelled to seek for 
imurishment, which was received through every 
pore, and which could not have been imbibe d, had 
the trees been covered with a thick erust of lime 
by white washing.
